Prices  paid  for  American  apples  on  the  Liverpool  auction  on  Wed- 
nesday, September  19.  were  slightly  higher  than  those  realized  last  week, 
accoraing  to  a  cable  received  in  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of 
Agricultural  Economics  from  I.Ir.  Ed.vin  Smith,  the  Department's  Fruit 
specialist  m  London.    The  demand  is  being  strengthened  by  the  moderate 
supplies  available.    American  apples  in  general  are  still  arriving  with 
poor  color  out  they  are  otherwise  in  good  condition.    Llany  barreled 
apples  are  showing  a  large  amount  of  slacks  and  Eastern  growers  and  pack- 
ers should  take  more  care  in  regard  to  fastening  bilge  hoops  and  proper 
racking  of  barrels,  states  I.Ir.  Smith.
